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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The appeal brief filed 25 November 2008 has been received and entered. After 
careful consideration of the filed appeal brief, Finality of the previous action (Final 
action) filed on 25 June 2008 has been withdrawn. A new non final is as follows. 

Drawings 

2. The drawing in a nonprovisional application must show every feature of the 
invention specified in the claims. However, conventional features disclosed in the 
description and claims, where their detailed illustration is not essential for a proper 
understanding of the invention, should be illustrated in the drawing in the form of a 
graphical drawing symbol or a labeled representation (e.g., a labeled rectangular box). 
In addition, tables and sequence listings that are included in the specification are, 
except for applications filed under 35 U.S.C. 371, not permitted to be included in the 
drawings. 

3. The drawings are objected to because Fig. 5 does not show a connection 
between the fixed clock and the time recovery means. That is, it is unclear how the fixed 
clock is associated with the time recovery means in light of the claim limitation recited in 
claim 3, lines 17-20. Further, Fig. 5 does not show the time recovery means outputting a 
ratio to the updating means as recited in claim 3, lines 17-20. Corrected drawing sheets 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
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only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "141" and "143" of Fig. 5 have both been used to 
designate frequency ratio a. It is unclear if the frequency ratio a is different from each 
other. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
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any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1, 3-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, line 8 "filtering said satellite signals" is misdescriptive in light of 
applicant's Figure 5. The act of "filtering said satellite signals" can be interpreted/read to 
mean filtering the satellite signals before they are sampled. The adaptive filters as 
illustrated in Figure 5 are filtering the sampled satellite signals. It is suggested that the 
claim limitation recite similar to -filtering said sampled satellite signals-. Further, lines 
8-9 recite "filtering said satellite signals with adaptive filters that run on the fixed clock". 
It is unclear what applicant is meant to claim by "adaptive filters that run on fixed clock". 
Fig. 5 discloses converters (51-53) that run/operate on fixed clock and adaptive filters 
(71, 73) that operate according to the sampled satellite signals. Furthermore, line 19 
"taking said ratio into account during the updating act" is vague and indefinite. It is 
suggested to read similar to -said estimated ratio is relied upon in updating coefficients 
of said adaptive filters during the act of minimizing a mismatch between the actual run 
length and the expected run length between the two transitions of the main signal-. 
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Claim 3, lines 17-19 "Time recovery means for estimating a ratio between a bit 
clock that drives the time recovery means and a fixed clock that drives the filtering 
means" is misdescriptive in light of Fig. 5. The Figure does not show the Time recovery 
means being associated with a fixed clock and/or how the bit clock is related to the fixed 
clock. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1 and 3-8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
